Plats and records and 
remnants of old stone foundations 
have yielded ex act locations of the 
village b uildings near what is now 
Petersb urg, 111. 
Among tha first to b e reconstruct­ 
ed are Ruthledgr Inn, where Lin­ 
coln speil

Clarey' s grocery, Offutt’s, Hern­ 
don's the Crissman Brothers estab ­ 
lishment and the Trent Brothers 
store.
